THE  BRITISH  INDUSTRIES  FAIR,  1917. 

London. 

The  British  Industries  Fair  organised  by  the  Board  of  Trade, 
which  was  opened  on  Monday,  26th  February,  and  closes  on  Friday, 
9th  March,  has  undoubtedly  been  a  great  success. 

In  order  in  no  way  to  interfere  with  the  production  of  munitions 
and  other  Government  requirements,  the  Fair  was  again  conhned  to 
the  following  trades :  toys  and  games,  fancy  goods,  glass  and 
pottery,  and  printing  and  stationery. 

Admission  to  the  Fair  has,  as  in  former  years,  been  conhned  to 
trade  buyers,  and  during  the  first  six  days  over  8,000  different 
visitors  have  attended  the  Fair.  Owing  to  the  restrictions  in  force  at 
the  present  time  regarding  foreign  travelling,  it  was  to  be  anticipated 
that  the  number  of  buyers  from  oversea  countries  would  be  compara¬ 
tively  small,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  buyers  from 
France,  Russia,  Spain,  l^ortugal,  Switzerland,  Greece,  Brazil,  Argen¬ 
tina,  Uruguay,  Bolivia,  Dutch  East  Indies,  Canada,  South  Africa, 
South  Australia,  and  Egypt,  have  alreadj’^  visited  the  Fair. 

In  many  ways  the  Fair  is  a  distinct  improvement  on  the  one  held 
last  year,  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  goods  displayed  by 
many  exhibitors  show  a  very  marked  improvement  in  both  design 
and  finish.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  exhibitors  are  showing 
goods  the  manufacture  of  which  they  have  only  taken  up  since  the 
outbreak  of  war,  they  are  certainly  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
successful  results  already  achieved. 

The  exhibitors  greatly  appreciate  the  assistance  to  trade  which  has 
been  rendered  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  Imperial  Institute,  and  the  University  of  London  by  placing 
portions  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  and  of  the  Imperial 
Institute  building  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Trade  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Fair.

Concurrently  with  the  Fair  in  London,  a  British  Industries  Fair, 
organised  by  the  Glasgow  City  Corporation,  and  under  the  auspices 
and  with  the  support  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  is  being  held  at  the 
Tramway  Depot,  Govan,  Glasgow'.  The  goods  shown  at  this  Fair 
may  be  classified  roughly  under  four  headings,  viz.  : — fl)  Textiles, 
including  hosiery,  ready-made  clothing,  and  carpets ;  (2)  boots  and 
shoes;  (3)  fotdstuffs,  prepared  and  preserved;  and  (4)  domestic 
chemical  products  (soaps,  polishes,  disinfectants,  etc.). 

Tne  Fair  was  open^  on  Monday,  26th  February,  by  Mr.  Neville 
Chamberlain,  Director-General  of  National  Service,  supported  by  the 
Lord  Provost  ot  Glasgow,  and  there  was  a  large  attendance  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  various  commercial  and  industrial  interests  of  the 
count*}’.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  object  of  this  Fair  was  three¬ 
fold,  viz.,  (1)  to  induce  Briti^h  manufacturers  to  take  up  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  classes  of  goods  hitherto  mainly  supplied  from  abroad ;  (2)  to 
show  British  merchants  that  they  could  purchase  their  supplies  in  the 
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lioine  market ;  and  (3)  to  brinj^  foreign  and  colonial  buyers  into  touch 
with  manufacturers  in  this  country. 

The  nuniber  of  exhibitors  is  about  140,  and  the  strongest  section  is 
that  devoted  to  textiles.  'I'his  is  what  might  be  expected  in  view  of 
the  proximity  of  the  Soutli  of  Scotland  tweed  and  knitted  goods 
industries ;  but  there  are  also  representative  exhibits  from  the  llrad- 
ford  district  and  from  the  Midlands,  as  well  as  from  Leicester, 
London,  and  Helfast.  All  classes  of  textiles  are  being  shown — 
woollen,  cotton,  silk,  linen  and  jute  piece  goods,  hosiery  and  under¬ 
clothing,  draper}^  laces  and  millinery,  hats,  caps,  and  ready-made 
clothing. 

The  exhibits  of  boots  and  shoes,  while  not  so  numerous  as  in  the 
textile  section,  are  yet  quite  representative,  one  of  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  of  the  exhibits  being  that  of  slippers  of  a  kind  previously  made 
in  Clennany  and  Austria. 

As  regards  exhibits  of  foodstuffs,  the  Fair  has  not  obtained  so  much 
support  as  was  anticipated,  this  being  largely  due  to  various  Govern¬ 
ment  restrictions  which  have  considerably  affected  the  food  trades. 

In  the  chemical  section  several  w’ell-known  firms  have  good  displays 
of  household  soaps,  sodas,  and  w'ashing  powders,  polishing  and  clean¬ 
ing  preparations,  disinfectants,  etc. 

The  general  impression  amongst  exhibitors  seems  to  be  that  the 
Fair  is  a  success,  and  several  have  already  announced  their  intention 
of  exhibiting  again  next  year.  Several  exhibitors  stated  that  they 
were  not  able  to  take  many  new’  orders  as,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
completing  the  orders  they  already  have  on  their  books,  they  are  not 
in  a  position  to  promise  early  deliveries. 

During  the  first  week  of  the  Fair  over  2G,000  persons  paid  a  visit 
to  the  Hall.  The  Fair  will  close  on  10th  March.

— In  order  to  minimise  as  far  as  possible  any  incon¬ 
venience  which  may  be  caused  to  British  traders  by  the  dislocation 
of  export  trade  owing  to  the  inclusion  in  the  Statutory  List  of 
a  former  connection,  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  collecting 
and  classifying  the  names  of  non-enemy  firms  who  may  be  able 
to  act  as  substitutes  for  firms  mentioned  in  the  Statutory  List. 
A  considerable  amount  of  information  is  already  available  at  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department,  and  it  is  in  many  cases  possible  to 
suggest  the  names  of  satisfactory  substitutes  without  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  referring  the  matter  abroad.  The  Department  is,  how¬ 
ever,  prepared  on  application  to  enquire  of  His  Majesty’s  Repre¬ 
sentatives  abroad  for  the  names  of  suitable  substitutes.  When 
the  applicant  wishes  this  done  by  telegraph  he  is  required  to 
undertake  to  pay  the  cost  of  telegraphic  correspondence.  It  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  if 
applicants  in  making  enquiries  would  specify  the  particular  trade 
or  trades  for  which  substitutes  are  required. 

Note  (5). — The  Statutory  List  for  each  country  is  telegraphed, 
on  the  aay  of  issue,  to  His  Majesty’s  Representative  in  that 
country,  who  is  instructed  to  notify  accordingly  British  Consular 
Officers,  to  whom  persons  abroad  should  apply  for  information 
us  to  names  on  the  List.  Persons  and  firms  in  the  United  King¬ 
dom  with  agencies  or  branches  abroad  would,  however,  be  well 
advised  to  furnish  such  agencies  or  branches  with  issues  of  the 
Lists  as  they  ap|)ear.  The  Lists  for  all  countries  in  Central  or 
South  America  are  also  telegraphed  to  His  Majesty’s  Ambassador 
at  Washington,  who  transmits  them  to  H.M.  Consul-General  at 
New  York  and  to  other  centres  in  the  United  States  likely  to  be 
interested. 


LOSS  OP  MAILS  ON  SS.  “LACONIA.” 

The3  Postmaster-General  announces  that  all  the  mails  forwarded 
by  the  “  Laconia  ”  are  stated  to  have  been  lost.  These  comprised  all 
letter  mails  which  reached  New  York  between  14th  and  18th 
February,  and  probably  include,  besides  mails  originating  in  the 
United  States,  letter  mails  from  Canada,  Bermuda,  the  Bahamas, 
Jamaica,  the  West  Indies,  British  Guiana,  Venezuela,  Colombia,  the 
West  Coast  of  South  America,  Central  America,  and  Mexico.  Heavy 
parcel  mails  from  the  United  States  were  also  on  board. 

If  definite  information  is  desired  whether  a  particular  letter  or 
parcel  was  on  board,  enquiry  should  be  made  by  the  sender  at  the 
office  of  posting. 
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RESTRICTED  OCCUPATIONS  ORDER. 

The  Alinister  of  Munitions,  at  the  request  of  the  Director-General 
of  National  Service,  has  issued  an  Orrler,  dated  28th  February,  under 
the  Defence  of  the  Realm  liegulations,  ordering  that,  in  connection 
witii  the  industries  and  occupations  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  to  the 
Order,  the  carrying  on  of  work  in  factories,  workshops  or  other 
premises,  and  the  engagement  or  employment  of  workmen,  or  all  or 
any  classes  of  workmen  therein,  shall  be  regnbated  and  restricted  as 
follows  : — 

1.  After  the  date  of  this  Order,  the  occupier  of  a  factory,  worksh<»p, 
or  other  premises  shall  not,  except  as  herein  provided,  take  or  transfer 
into  employment  in  ajiy  industry  or  occupation  mentioned  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  Order,  whether  to  (ill  a  vacancy  or  otherwise,  any 
man  who  has  attained  the  age  of  18  and  has  not  attained  the  age  of 
(51,  whether  the  man  has  previously  been  so  employed  or  not  ; 

Provided  that  nothing  in  tins  Order  shall  prevent  — 

(rt)  the  occupier  of  any  factory,  workshop  or  premises  from 
taking  or  transferring  men  into  his  employment  with  the 
consent  of  the  Director-General  of  National  Service  given 
on  the  ground  that  the  employment  is  expedient  for  the 
purpose  of  executing  a  (Jovernment  contract,  or  on  the 
ground  that  the  work  on  which  the  men  are  to  be  employed 
is  of  national  importance,  but  subject  in  all  cases  to  any 
conditions  which  the  Director-General  may  impose ;  or 
{h)  an  employer  from  taking  back  into  his  employment  any  man 
who  has  joined  His  Majesty’s  naval  or  military  forces,  on  his 
retirement  from  those  forces  under  proper  authority,  if  the 
man  is  taken  back  in  accordance  with  an  undertaking  given 
’oy  the  employer  before  the  man  joined. 

2.  The  occupier  of  any  factory,  workshop,  or  premises  used  in 
connection  with  or  for  the  purpose  of  any  industry  or  occupation 
mentioned  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Order  ehall  give  w'ork  w'hich  is 
directly  or  indirectly  required  for  the  purpose  of  any  Government 
contract  priority  over  any  other  w’ork  in  that  industry  or  oc^cupation. 

3.  The  occupier  of  any  factory,  workshop,  or  premises  used  in 
connection  with  or  for  the  purpose  of  any  industry  or  occupation 
mentioned  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Order  shall  comply  with  any 
directions  given  by  the  Director-!  Jeneral  of  National  Service  for  the 
pur}X)se  of  giving  full  effect  to  any  provision  of  this  Order  or  for  the 
purpost*  of  obtaining,  and  verifying,  any  information  he  may  require 
as  to  the  nature  and  amount  of  work  done  in  the  factory,  workshop, 
or  premisee. 

i.  Any  authority  or  directions  which  may  be  given  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Order  by  the  Director-General  of  National  Service  may  be 
given  on  his  behalf  by  a  National  Service  Commissioner.

With  i-eference  to  the  Restricted  Occupations  Order  which  was 
made  by  the  Minister  of  Munitions  at  the  instance  of  the  Director- 
General  of  National  Service  on  28th  February  (see  above),  it  is 
notiBed  that  arrangements  have  been  made  between  the  Director- 
General  of  National  Service  and  the  Minister  of  Labour  whereby 
the  Managers  of  Employment  Exchanges  are  empowered  to  give 
consent,  on  behalf  of  the  Director-General,  to  the  engagement  of 
labour  in  the  restricted  occupations  in  cases  in  which : — 

(a)  An  employer  i^equires  a  specified  number  of  men  for  work  of 

national  importance  in  respect  of  which  he  can  produce  a 
I  riority  A  Certificate  ; 

(b)  An  employer  requires  a  man  who  had  been  offered  to  him 

through  an  Employment  Exchange  prior  to  2nd  March  ; 

(c)  An  employer  requires  a  man  who  has  applied  to  an  Employ¬ 

ment  Exchange  for  work  and  has  failed  to  obtain  employ¬ 
ment  for  a  continuous  period  of  six  working  days  ; 

the  period  of  employment  in  each  case  not  to  exceed  one  month  or 
such  further  period  as  may  be  authorised  by  the  Director-General. 

'J'he  Director-General  has  also  decided  that  the  restrictions  in  the 
(Jrder  shall  not  be  enforced  in  respect  of  any  sailor  or  soldier  who  has 
been  discharged  from  the  naval  or  military  services  of  the  Crown  in 
consequence  of  disablement  or  ill  health. 

The  above  arrangements  are  of  a  preliminary  nature  and  will  be 
modified  or  extended  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  found  necessary.

CONTROL  OF  ALUMINIUM  SCRAP  AND  SWARF. 

The  Director  of  Materials,  Ministry  of  Munitions,  announces^, 
under  date  28th  February,  that,  as  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1917, 
all  dealings  in  aluminium  scrap  and  or  swarf  will  be  governed  by  the 
following  regulations,  and  permits  will  be  granted  on  that  basis  and 
not  otherwise,  and  all  existing  j)ermit8,  whether  for  the  sale,  purchase, 
or  remelting  of  aluminium  scrap  and  swarf  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Munitions  are  cancelled  : — 

1.  No  existing  aluminium  scrap  and  or  swarf  may  be  used  for  any 
purpose  excepting  at  the  works  w'here  the  same  has  been  produced 
and  for  contracts  for  which  aluminium  has  been  released  by  the 
Director  of  Materials,  and  as  portion  of  the  amount  so  released. 

2.  All  existing  aluminium  scrap  and/or  swarf  not  being  U8e<f  at  any 
works  where  the  same  has  l?een  produced,  for  contracts  for  which 
aluminium  has  l)een  released  by  the  Director  of  Materials,  and  as 
portion  of  the  amount  so  released,  shall  be  sold  and  sent  wdthin  three 
w'eeks  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1917,  to  the  refiner  or  one  of  the 
refiners,  as  the  cAse  may  be,  nominated  by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions 
for  the  district  w-here  such  scrap  and/or  sw'arf  is  situated  ;  or,  if  no 
refiner  has  been  nominated  for  the  district,  to  one  of  the  refiners 
nominated  for  any  other  district,  except  in  special  cases  otheixvise 
arranged  by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions. 

3.  When  aluminium  scrap  and/or  swarf  is  produced  hereafter,  such 
scrap  and/or  swarf  most  be  used  at  the  works  where  produced  for  con¬ 
tracts  for  which  aluminium  has  been  released  by  the  Director  of 
Materials,  and  as  portion  of  the  amount  so  release<l,  or  otherwise  sold 
and  sent  at  or  before  the  end  of  each  month  to  one  or  other  of  the 
refiners  nominated  by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  for  the  district 
where  such  scrap  and/or  sw’arf  is  situated  ;  or,  if  no  refiner  has  been 
nominated  for  the  district,  to  one  of  the  refiners  nominated  for  any* 
other  district,  except  in  special  cases  otherwise  arranged  by  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions. 

4.  All  such  refiners  .shall — 

(a)  See  that  all  scrap  and  swarf  in  their  respective  areas 
is  sent  to  their  works,  other  than  such  scrap  and  swarf 
as  may  be  used  as  aforesaid,  or  any  that  the  Ministry 
may  arrange  to  have  dealt  with  in  a  different  manner. 
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Control  ok  Aluminium  Si  rap  and  ^wkm'—continved. 

(b)  CJrade  ihe  s(?rap  and  swarf  (and  all  scraj)  and  sM’arf  held 
or  possessed  by  the  aforesaid  refiners)  in  accordance  with 
the  Schedule  hereto. 

(c)  Purchase  the  same  at  the  prices  specified  in  the  said 
schedule,  juovided  that  they  may  refuse  to  accept  small 
parcels  of  under  1  cwt.  if  tlie  material  is  in  bad  con¬ 
dition. 

(d)  Clean,  dry,  cut  up  wlien  necessary,  and  arrange  the 
various  grades  of  scrap  for  reissue  in  suitable  crucible 
form,  ami  lefiue  the  various  grades  of  swarf. 

(c)  Re-sell  and  distribute  the  scrap  and  swarf  owned,  pos¬ 
sessed  or  jmrchased  by  the  said  refiners,  as  directed  by 
the  Director  of  Materials. 

(/)  Carry  out  all  the  aforesaid  work  themselves,  and  not, 
either  wholly  or  in  ])art,  by  sub-contracting. 

(g)  Make  wt^kly  returns  to  the  Director  of  Materials, 
A.M.2(11),  Hotel  Victoria,  Northumberland  Avenue, 
London,  W.C.,  2,  containing  full  particulars  (including 
prices  and  grades)  of  all  scrap  and  swarf  purchased  by 
or  delivered  to  them  during  tlie  preceding  week,  and 
of  all  crucible  scrap  or  remelted  metal  sold  or  despatched 
by  them  during  the  jirecediug  week. 

[h)  Comply  with  all  further  directions  that  may  from  time 
to  time  be  given  to  them  in  writing  by  the  Director  of 
Materials. 

5.  As  and  from  the  first  day  of  ^larch,  1917,  jirices  are  hereby 
fixed  for  the  various  grades  of  .scrap  and  swarf,  both  on  the  sale 
to  the  refiners  and  on  the  resale  by  the  refiners,  as  shown  in  the 
Sc  hedule  hereto. 

6.  All  firms  who  are  machining  aluminium  must  use  a  suitable 
cutting  compound  that  will  not  deleteriously  affect  the  turnings, 
and  mu.st  exercise  great  care  in  machining  the  aluminium,  and 
in  the  collection  of  the  sera])  and/or  swarf  in  the  machine  shops 
in  order  to  keep  the  scrap  and/or  swarf  free  from  bra.ss,  bronze, 
iron,  shop  .sweepings,  and  other  foreign  matter,  and  espec-ially 
from  lead  or  white  metal.  If  wet,  all  small  scrap  and  all  .swarf 
should  be  dried  by  centrifuging  or  other  means,  as  soon  after 
machining  as  po.ssible.  All  small  scrap  and  all  .swarf  containing 
un.Tlloyed  iron  should,  if  possible,  be  put  over  magnetic  separators 
before  despatch  to  the  refinery. 

7.  All  scrap  and  swarf  must  be  kei)t  under  coA'er  and  as  free 
from  moisture  as  possible,  and  must  be  botli  kept  and  refined  in 
buildings  which  are  free  from  any  bra.ss  scrap  and/or  .swarf. 

8.  All  definite  alloys  received  in  lots  of  over  two  cwt.s.,  into 
whichever  gr.ade  they  fall,  must  be  kept  separate  throughout  their 
treatment  in  the  refinery. 

9.  Scrap  other  than  .scrap  classed  under  Grade  I  (c)  in  tlie 
Scliedule  hereto  shall  not  be  remelted  into  ingots,  but  must  be 
cleaned,  dried,  arranged,  and  reissued  in  suitable  crueible  form. 
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10.  When  material  of  a  definite  composition,  and/or  complying 
with  specified  mechanical  tests,  is  required,  the  same  will  be 
supplied,  as  far  as  practicable,  by  the  refiners,  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  charge  an  additional  figure  in  each  case  to  cover  the 
extra  cost  and  work  involved.

The  ioregoing  prices  are  based  on  grades  consisting  of  dry  and 
clean  swart  ;  and  of  scrap  containing  not  more  than  8  per  cent,  of 
moisture  and/or  dirt. 

In  the  case  of  scrap  if  over  8  per  cent,  of  moisture  and/or  dirt 
be  pi-esent  the  material  may  be  classified  as  wet  and/or  dirty  and 
a  cent,  per  cent,  deduction  made  from  the  prices  on  sale  to  the 
refiner  for  all  moisture  and  ,'or  dirt  present  above  8  per  cent.  The 
price  for  scrap  on  sale  to  the  refiner  may  be  further  reduced  by 
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an  amount  not  exceeding  £5  per  ton  for  any  scrap  containing 
20  per  cent,  or  more  of  dirt. 

In  the  case  of  swarf  a  cent,  per  cent,  deduction  may  be  made 
from  the  prices  on  sale  to  the  refiner  for  any  moisture  and/or 
dirt  present.  In  addition  to  the  total  percentage  therefor  de¬ 
ducted  a  further  sum  may  be  deducted  equal  to  the  cost  of  melting 
an  amount  of  dry  and  clean  swarf  equal  to  the  amount  of  moisture 
and/or  dirt  present,  such  cost  of  melting  being  taken  for  this 
purpose  to  be  £12  10s.  per  ton. 

Oil  is  included  in  the  term  moisture.  By  dirt  is  to  be  under¬ 
stood  any  foreign  solid  matter,  including  oxide  of  aluminium, 
free  iron  and  other  metals,  and  ordinary  shop  sweepings. 

The  refiner  shall  ascertain  if  the  scrap  and  swarf  contains  more 
than  0-7  per  cent,  of  alloyed  iron.  If  it  does,  the  price  on  sale 
to  the  refiner  shall  be  reduced  1  per  cent,  for  every  01  per  cent, 
of  alloyed  iron  in  excess  of  0  7  per  cent. 

In  the  event  of  a  difference  arising  between  the  seller  and  re¬ 
finer  as  to  the  grade  of  the  material,  the  price  to  be  paid  by  the 
refiner,  or  as  regards  any  other  question  under  the  above  pro¬ 
visions,  the  decision  of  the  Director  of  Materials  shall  be  final.

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PAPER  RESTRICTION  ORDER.  1917. 

PoBters,  Tradesmen’s  Catalogues,  etc. 

The  Hoard  of  Trade  have  issued  an  Order,  dated  2nd  March, 
under  the  Defence  of  the  Uealm  Hegulations,  ordering  that 
after  that  date  no  person  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any 
paper  poster  the  superficial  measurements  of  which  exceed  600 
square  inches;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  provision  shall  prevent 
the  continuation  up  to  10th  March,  1917,  of  the  making  of  any 
paper  posters,  made  in  pursuance  of  and  in  accordance  with  an 
order  given  before  the  date  of  this  Order,  where  the  process  of 
making  the  posters  has  been  already  commenced  at  the  date  of  this 
Order. 

No  person  shall  on  or  after  10th  March,  1917,  exhibit,  or  cause  or 
j)ermit  to  be  exhibited,  any  paf)er  poster  making  any  announcement 
with  respect  to  the  contents  of,  or  advertising  in  any  manner,  any 
new8papt*r  or  |>eiiodical,  except  at  the  premises  where  the  newspaper 
or  periodical  is  published  ;  nor  shall  any  person  on  or  after  that  date 
exhibit,  or  cause  to  be  exhibited,  any  paper  poster  making  .any 
announcement  with  respect  to  goods  offered  for  sale  by  a  retailer 
except  at  the  premises  where  they  are  so  ottered  for  sale. 

No  pereon  shall  on  or  after  10th  M.arch,  1917,  despatch  or  cause 
to  be  delivered  to  any  person,  through  the  post  or  otherwise,  any 
tradesman’s  catalogue  or  price  list  or  any  .advertising  circular,  unless 
a  request  has  been  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  that  person  in  writing  for 
the  despatch  or  delivery  thereof;  provided  that  nothing  in  this 
provision  shall  prevent  the  de5p.atch  or  delivery  of  catalogues  or 
price  lists  by  traders  to  traders  for  the  purpose  of  their  trade,  or 
the  despatch  or  delivery  of  catalogues  or  price  lists  to  persons  abroad. 

Where  the  fulfilment  by  any  |>er8on  of  any  contract  is  interfered 
with  by.  the  necessity  on  the  part  of  himself  or  any  other  person  of 
complying  with  any  provision  of  this  Order,  that  necessity  shall  be  ii 
good  defence  to  any  action  or  proceeding  taken  against  that  person 
in  respect  of  the  non-fulfilment  of  the  contract  so  far  as  it  is  due  to 
th.at  interference. 

The  Hoard  of  Trade  may,  in  such  cases  as  they  think  fit,  and  either 
))articularly  .ns  respects  any  person  or  thing,  or  generally  as  respects 
any  class  of  persons  or  things,  issue  licences  dispensing  with  the 
application  of  this  Order  to  anj’^  person  or  thing,  or  any  class  of  persons 
or  things. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Order : — 

(1)  .The  expression  “  paper  poster  ”  means  a  poster  made  of  paper 

or  partly  of  p.aper ; 

(2)  The  expression  “jwster”  includes  any  advertisement,  an¬ 

nouncement  or  intimation,  whether  in  words  or  in  a 
pictorial  form  or  otherwise,  which  is  exhibited  or  intendeil 
to  be  exhibited,  and  means  each  copy  of  a  poster  in  cases 
where  more  than  one  copy  of  a  poster  is  made ; 

(3)  An  advertisement,  announcement  or  intimation  consisting 

of  any  combination  of  posters  shall  be  treated  as  one  poster.

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RE-INSURANCE  BUSINESS  IN  FRANCE  AND 
ALGERIA. 

New  Law  eatabliahing  Goyeroment  Sapervision  and  affecting  Foreign 

Underwriter!. 

The  "Journal  Officiel  ”  (Paris)  of  16th  February  last,  publishes  the 
text  of  a  Law,  promulgated  on  15th  February,  relative  to  the 
supervision  of  re-insurance  business  effected  in  France  and  Algeria. 

The  Law  provides,  inter  alia,  that  all  insurance  businesses,  French 
or  foreign,  canying  out  re- insurance  in  France  and  Algeria  of  risks 
already  insured,  must  inform  the  authorised  agents  of  the  Ministry  of 
fiabour  and  Social  Foresight  of  these  transactions,  at  the  same  time 
furnishing  them  with  all  documents  relative  thereto.  Every  under¬ 
writer  must  enter  into  an  undertaking  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
not  to  re-insure  any  risk  concerning  a  person  or  property  or  respon¬ 
sibility  in  France  or  Algeria  of  specific  businesses,  or  belonging 
to  specific  countries,  such  businesses  or  countries  being  notifie*!  in 
the  *•  Journal  Officiel.”  Underwriters  are  equally  required  to  observe 
this  undertaking  in  respect  of  successive  re-transferences  by  their 
imnirdiate  transferor. 

I'ore'gn  concerns  and  underwriters  operating  in  France  and 
Algeria  must  appoint  a  prerson  resident  in  France  to  receive  all 
notifications  under  this  Law.  and  to  furnish  all  information  and 
documents  required.  They  will  further  be  required,  by  a  Decree  to 
be  published  hereafter,  to  give  such  security  or  guarantees  as  may 
be  de'ermined  by  a  Consultative  Committee  set  up  by  the  liaw 
(under  recital),  should  the  Governments  of  their  own  countries  have 
takr-n  analogous  measures  towards  French  companies. 

The  Consultative  Committee  above-mentioned  is  to  be  composed 
of  sixteen  members  representative  of  various  interests,  including 
foreig!!  insurance  concerns.

PROl*OSED  TAXATION  OF  FOREIGN  TRADERS  IN 
SWEDEN. 

.According  to  "Tidens  Tegn  ”  (Christiania)  of  0th  February,  the 
attention  ot  the  Swt-dish  Alini.ster  of  Finance  hiis  been  called  to 
the  ever-increasing  influx  of  fort-igners  into  Sweden  since  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  war,  and  a  proposal  is  to  be  laid  before  Parliament 
lor  the  taxation  of  all  persons  who  settle  in  Sweden  for  the  purpose 
of  canying  t>n  businei-s  in  that  c  luntry.  Such  people  would  have  to 
obtain  perlnis^ion  to  trade  from  the  State  authorities,  and  would  be 
required  to  give  guarantees  that  they  would  fulfil  their  obligations. 
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Proitosed  Taxation  of  Foreujn  Trades  in  Sweden. 


Any  foreigner  attempting  to  trade  v/ithout  permission  would  be 
punished  by  heavy  fines,  increasing  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  the 
business  carried  on.  Still  greater  severity  would  be  shown  to  persons 
who  buy  up  goods  for  the  sole  purpose  of  exporting  them.  The 
entire  tax  would  be  imposed  upon  the  Swedish  branches  of  foreign 
businesses  or  upon  the  managers  of  such  branches. 


RKQUrSITION  OF  FOODSTUFFS  ' AND  GOODS 
IN  ITALY. 

Committee  appointed  to  deal  with  Complaints. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  561  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  22nd  February,  and  to  previous  notices,  relative  to 
measures  for  safeguarding  supplies  of  foodstuffs  and  other  goods  of 
general  or  extensive  consumption  in  Italy,  H.M.  Embassy  in  Rome 
reports  that  a  Decree,  dated  25th  January  and  published  in  the 
“Gazzetta  Ufficiale  ’’(Rome)  of  10th  February,  provides  that  the 
settlement  of  controversies  and  complaints  regarding  requisitions 
carried  out  by  the  Italian  authorities  rests  with  the  Complaints  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Central  Provisioning  Commission  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  and  that  no  appeal,  either  administrative  or  judicial, 
will  lie  against  the  decisions  of  the  Committee.  A  complaint  will 
not  be  admitted  unless  it  is  lodged  w’ith  the  Secretary  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  within  ten  days  from  the  date  on  which  the  action  complained 
of  was  communicated  to  the  complainant ;  a  complaint  does  not 
suspend  the  action  complained  of.  In  the  case  of  requisitions 
ordered  before  the  present  Decree,  complaints  were  to  be  lodged  with 
the  Committee  before  20th  February.  (D.C.I.  8,02«.) 


MORATORIUM  IN  TURKEY. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  634  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  3rd  December,  1914,  relative  to  the  Moratorium  in 
Turkey  established  on  3rd  August,  1914,  the  Austrian  Journal 
“  Volkswirt  ”  of  3rd  February  announces  that  the  Turkish  Chamber 
has  extended  the  Moratorium  until  30th  November  next.  Debtors 
must  pay  off  five  per  cent,  of  their  arrears  each  quarter,  so  that  by 
the  expiry  of  the  Moratorium  they  will  have  cancelled  one-fifth  of 
their  debt.  A  minimum  of  £T.10  (about  £9)  may  be  withdrawn  by 
each  holder  of  a  bank  deposit  on  the  first  day  of  each  quarter,  even 
though  this  amount  exceeds  five  per  cent,  of  his  balance.  Rent  is  no 
longer  subject  to  the  Moratorium,  and  five  per  cent,  of  the  arrears 
must  be  paid  off  quarterly.  Debts,  contracts,  and  other  obligations 
incurred  after  the  Moratorium  was  declared  are  not  subject  to  the 
Moratorium.

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  56  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  4th  January  relative  to  the  projected 
improvement  of  navigation  of  the  Rhone,  the 
Acting  British  Consul-General  at  Lyons  (Mr.  J. 
Mitcheson)  has  forwarded,  under  date  15th  Feb¬ 
ruary,  two  brochures  concerning  the  project  of 
rendering  the  Rhone  navigable  between  Lyons  and  Geneva,  reporting 
at  the  same  time  that  he  had  received  a  visit  from  the  President  of 
the  Swiss  Committee  which  has  been  formed  to  promote  this  object. 
The  Acting  British  Consul-General  was  informed  that  the  Swiss  are 
ready  technically  and  financially  to  begin  work  now  on  that  part  of 
the  Rhone  which  is  in  Swiss  territory,  and  are  only  waiting  for  the 
French  to  prepare  for  work  on  their  side.  There  is  no  doubt,  adds 
the  Acting  Consul-General,  that  the  scheme,  if  put  into  execution, 
will  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  France,  and  to  Lyons  in  particular, 
which  is  already,  to  a  very  great  degree,  feeling  the  need  of  increased' 
means  of  transport,  owing  to  the  rapid  development  of  the  city  and 
its  industries.

profitable  one  for  dry  goods  business  in  the  Toronto  district.  The 
actual  volume  of  trade  increased  somewhat,  but  l^ecause  of  higher 
prices  the  value  of  business  transacted  was  considerably  in  excess  of 
previous  )’eRrs. 

While  it  has  been  difficult  to  secure  desirable  merchandise,  and  it 
is  an  undoubted  fact  that  goods  are  scarce,  there  has  been  a  feeling 
throughout  the  trade  that  prices  were  bound  to  go  higher,  and  many 
buyers  have  increased  their  orders  ;  the  result  is  that  in  spite  of  the 
difficulty  in  getting  goods,  stocks  have  lieen  materially  increased. 
The  immediate  outlook  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  it  will  be 
increasingly  difficult  to  secure  goods,  and  that  prices  will  continue 
to  advance,  so  that  the  goods  that  are  now  in  stock,  should  be  readily 
disposed  of.  I'he  position  of  the  trade,  thei-efore,  in  this  respect 
must  be  concedetl  to  be  sound. 

Much  hse  lieen  said  concerning  the  textile  staples,  cotton,  flax, 
w’ool  and  silk,  and  the  conditions  governing  these  are  well  understood. 
All  of  these  staples  are  high  in  price  and  difficult  to  obtain.  Sooner 
or  later  a  re-adjustment  in  prices  must  take  place,  and  while  there 
may  be  a  falling  in  price  in  some,  it  is  not  at  all  safe  to  say  that  there 
will  be  an  immediate  reduction  in  the  price  of  all,  for  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  the  available  supply  of  these  staples  has  been  so  great  that  it 
ha8l)een  difficult  to  produce  sufficient  and,  outside  of  surplus  stocks 
of  flax  in  Russia,  there  are  no  large  surplus  stocks  of  cotton,  wool  or 
silk. 

I’ayments  during  the  year  have  been  nearer  a  cash  basis  than 
heretofore,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  retail  merchants  are  not 
giving  as  long  credits  as  in  the  past,  which  enables  them  to  take 
advantage  of  cash  accounts.  (D.C.l.  11,628.)

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  632  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  30th  November,  relative  to  the 
competition  invited  by  the  Ontario  Government 
for  the  right  to  cut  pulpwood  and  pine  timber 
on  the  Black  Sturgeon  River  limit,  Northern

Seasoning  and  Prei^ryative 
Treatment  of  certain 
South  Australian  Timbers. 


The  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence  is  in  receipt  of  a  Bulletin 

(No,  31),  issued  under  the  authority  of 
the  South  Australian  Government,  on 
“  the  seasoning  and  treatment  with 
preservative  liquors  of  timber  which  has 
been  grown  in  South  Australia.” 

Enquiry  w'as  made  into  the  behaviour  of  both  indigenous  and  exotic 
species  umler  conditions  of  air  seasoning  and  treatment  with  preser¬ 
vative  substances  ;  and  also  a.s  to  the  durability  of  these  timbers  when 
utilised  as  railway  sleepers.  O.ily  the  more  important  species  which 
are  at  present,  or  are  likely  to  be,  of  commercial  value  w'ere  included 
in  the  investigation,  those  selected  being  the  following  Pines : 
Remarkable,  Aleppo,  Maritime,  Canary  Island  and  Stone ;  and  the 
following  Gums  {Facalyptus) :  Manna,  Stringybark,  Sugar,  Blue  and 
Red  (of  South  Au^t^allal  and  Blue  (of  Tasmania).

NEW  ZEALAND. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  732  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  7th  September  relative  to  the  decision 
of  the  National  Dairy  Association  of  New  Zealand 
to  form  a  company  for  the  manufacture  of  rennet, 
11. M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  New  Zealand  (Mr. 
R.  W.  Dalton)  has  forwarded  an  extract  from  the 
local  pi'ess,  dated  15th  January,  from  which  it 
appears  that,  according  to  a  statement  made  by  the  Director  of  the 
Dairy  Division  of  the  Depaf-tment  of  Agriculture  in  the  Djminion,  a 
company  called  the  New'  Zealand  Co-operative  Rennet  Co.,  has  been 
formed  from  among  the  various  co-operati\'e  dairy  companies  manu¬ 
facturing  cheese  in  New  Zealand,  the  majority  of  the  share^  in  the 
company  being  held  by  these  dairy  companies.  Working  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  the  company  has  been 
instrumental  in  saving  a  large  number  of  calves’  veils,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  some  3o,000  veils  w’ill  be  available  this  season. 

After  careful  investigation  the  rennet  company  has  decided  for  the 
time  being  to  export  the  supply  of  veils  to  the  United  Kingdom,  where 
the  rennet  is  to  be  made  and  thence  exported  to  the  Dominion  for 
distribution  among  the  shareholding  companies.  This  step  was 
deemed  advisable  when  it  was  found  that  great  difficulty  was  likely 
to  be  experienced  in  securing  the  services  of  a  competent  rennet- 
maker,  and  also  in  view  of  the  lack  of  know'leige  regarding  the 
necessary  requirements  in  establishing  a  factory  for  this  purpose.  It 
has  been  found  that  the  process,  and  more  especially  the  fortifying

of  r»*nnet,  is  more  or  less  a  secret  known  only  to  those  who  are  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  business.  Until  more  information  has  been  obtained, 
the  proposal  of  the  New  Zealand  company  to  manufacture  rennet 
is  not  likely  to  materialise. 

I'he  requi-ements  for  one  season  for  the  manufacture  of  cheese 
in  New  Zealand  are  some  32,000  gallons  of  rennet.  Any  shortage 
this  season  is  likely  to  be  made  up  by  the  use  of  pepsin,  supplies  of 
this  commodity  having  been  procured  by  a  number  of  da'ry  com¬ 
panies.  Trials  by  the  Dairy  Division  have  proved  conclusively  that 
pepsin  can  be  successfully  used  with  rennet  for  the  coagulation  of 
milk  for  cheese-making.  (D.C.1.  11,279.)

NATIONAL  INSURANCE  (UNEMPLOYMENT)  ACTS, 
1911  to  1916. 

UNEMPLOYMEN’r  INSURANCE. 

DeciiioRS  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Minister  of  Labour  hereby  gives  Notice 
of  the  following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether 
contributions  are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

2143X.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  bitumastic 
paints,  enamels,  or  cements. 

2144X.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the  manufacture 
of  paper  or  cardboard  boxes  or  tubes  for  use  in  war.  (Application 
489X.) 

This  decision  modifies  decision  B  1632  (“  B^ard  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  the  24ih  August,  1916).  In  accordance  with 
Section  3  (2)  ot  the  National  Insurance  (Part  11.  Amendment) 
Act,  1914,  contributions  in  respect  of  workmen  covered  by  this 
decision,  but  previously  excluded  in  virtue  of  decision  B  1632 
are  payable  as  from  the  8th  March,  1917. 

Nole. — Decisions  in  which  the  Umpire  has  decided  that  contri¬ 
butions  are  payable  under  the  National  Insurance  (Part  II.) 
(Munition  Workers)  Act,  1916,  are  indicated  by  the  letter  X  at  the 
end  of  the  number,  e.g.,  1554X.  Contributions  under  these  decisions 
are  payable  as  from  the  4th  September,  1916. 

Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question  has 
been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  ot 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published.
